After his illness subsided 
in the 1990s, Nash won the Nobel Prize, and the couple remarried in 
2001.

SAVVAS AND AMY SAVOPOULOS HAD A LOVING MARRIAGE, 

A LUXURY LIFESTYLE AND THREE KIDS THEY ADORED 

THEN A HORRIFYING HOME INVASION SHATTERED THEIR DREAM LIFE FOREVER

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The school year was winding down, 
which meant Savvas and Amy Savopou- 
los were looking forward to extra family 
time with their three kids— and, as many 
parents do, they couldn’t help hut note 
how quickly the children were growing 
up. At a recent get-together with friends, 
“we talked about howthe kids are getting 
big,” says family friend Jami Fireman. 
The couple’s oldest daughter, 19-year-old 
Abigail, was set to graduate from high 
school in afew weeks, and their youngest 
child, 10-year-old Philip, was finishing 
fourth grade. “We were sitting outside, 
talking about summer plans,” adds F ire- 
man. “No one seemed stressed at all.” 
Philip, a polite boy who had recently 
begun racing Go-Karts, was recovering 
from a concussion, “so he was taking it 
easy,” she adds. “He was telling me he 
wanted to be a race car driver. He was a 
terrific kid— just like his family.” 

It was to be one of the last happy times 
the family would share. Just three weeks 
later, on May 14, the bodies of Amy, Sav- 
vas, Philip and the family’s housekeeper 
Veralicia Figueroa were found in their 
$4.5 million mansion near the National 
Cathedral in Washington, D.C. The qua- 
druple homicide— discovered after the 
house was set ablaze— shocked neigh- 
bors in the well-heeled Woodley Park 
community, where Amy, 47, and Savvas, 
the 46-year-old CEO of a lucrative con- 
struction firm, rubbed elbows with the 
Washington elite and were lauded for 
their warmth and generosity. (The cou- 
ple’s two daughters, Abigail and 16-year- 
old Katerina, were away at boarding 
school at the time of the killings.) “You 
can’t really grapple with anything like 
this,” says Fireman. “It is inconceivable. 
I cannot stop thinking about the family 
and what those last moments must have 
been like for them.” 

As investigators began to reveal 
details of the case, a terrifying scenario 
came into view: The victims, authorities 
say, were held captive for more than

18 hours, and stab wounds suggest that 
Philip may have been tortured by one or 
more killers in order to get money from 
his wealthy father. “Who would do 
something so monstrous?” asks Jay 
Howard, Philip’s racing coach. “This was 
a nice family. Savvas would have done 
everything to protect them all. He would 
have given the thieves anything they 
wanted. He would have said. Take it. It’s 
yours.’ That someone did this to them— 
if s unthinkable.” 


It may have been someone they knew. 

The home’s sophisticated security sys- 
tem had not been triggered, suggesting 
the perpetrators had knowledge of the 
house or had been willingly let in. 
Someone then ordered Domino’s pizza, 
with the discarded crust containing 
critical DNA evidence. Within a week, 
authorities had arrested a suspect: Bar- 
ren Dellon Dennis Wint, a 34-year-old, 
Guyana-born former Marine recruit 
who had previously done work for Sav- 
vas’s firm, American Iron Works. He is 
charged with first-degree murder while 
armed. Authorities have said they don’t 
believe Wint acted alone, and court 
documents raise questions about the 
changing story of an assistant who 
worked for Savvas and delivered 


$40,000 in cash to the property. The 
documents state the assistant first told 
investigators that he or she had been 
called by Savvas May 14 and asked to 
take an envelope containing the 
$40,000— withdrawn from Sawas’s 
account— and leave it in the garage. 
Later, according to the documents, 
the assistant said the request had 
come from Savvas via text 
on May 13. 

It appears that the four 
were killed shortly after the 
cash was delivered to the 
house on the morning of 
May 14. Was it ransom, or 
was it intended for a con- 
struction job on a martial 
arts studio the driven 
Greek- American executive 
was building? Authorities 
aren’t saying, but the use of cash on 
suchjobs is not uncommon, says aproj- 
ect manager for American Iron Works. 
“Thaf s how things are done in DC. con- 
struction,” says the manager. “I’m not 
saying Savvas would give $40,000 cash 
to just anyone, but he would do it if it 
was a person he trusts— a contractor 
who he had worked with.”

now haunted by the knowledge of the 
crimes unfolding inside the house (see 
timeline). Leaving a voicemail for 
Nelitza Gutierrez, the family’s second 
housekeeper, on the evening of May 13, 
Savvas told her not to report to work 
the next day and that Figueroa, 57, would 
be spending the night instead. “It was 
not normal for them to have us stay 
overnight,” Gutierrez, who 
worked for the family for 
20 years, tells People. “I 
thought, ‘What is this?’ It 
didn’t sound right.” She 
didn’t listen to the message 
until the next day, when she 
also received atext from Amy 
warning her not to come to 
work. “I didn’t go in because 
they toldme notto,” says Guti- 
errez. “They saved my life.” 


The friends and family who knew them 
best say that both Amy and Savvas had 
a reputation for looking out for others. 
“They were a big part of the community 
and always willing to help,” says Fire- 
man. Attending the University of Mary- 
land together as undergrads, “they 
were like peanut butter and jelly,” says 
Terri Jarboe-Farri, Amy’s former 
sorority sister. “I remember him being

driven, and she was always such a bub- 
bly person.” Amy converted to the 
Greek Orthodox church, and they mar- 
ried soon after graduation in a “typical 
big fat Greek wedding,” says Jarboe- 
Farri. “I remember they did Greek 
dancing in a big circle. It was beautiful.” 

As Savvas joined his father, Philip, in 
expanding American Iron Works into 
an even bigger multimillion-dollar 
business, he and Amy also 
grew their family. Savvas 
coached his kids’ soccer 
teams, and Amy was a fix- 
ture at their exclusive pri- 
vate schools. “She would 
bring these gingerbread- 
house decorating kits to the 
entire grade,” recalls her 
friend Tina West. “She did it 
every year while her kids 
were in elementary school. 

Her whole life was like that. She and her 
husband were all about their kids.” 

A martial arts enthusiast and deeply 

religious man, Savvas was a “generous 
supporter” of the Greek Orthodox 
Church, says Mike Manatos, who first 
met Savvas when they were both altar 


boys. The couple, who also supported 
research into childhood concussions 
after all three of their kids suffered 
head injuries in sports, attended an 
annual gathering at the White House 
for Greek Independence Day in 2014 
and once hosted a fund-raiser for U.S. 
Senator Olympia Snowe at their home. 
“Washington events are usually stiff, 
but their kids were right there,” says 
Manatos. “It was a clear sign 
that the kids were the cen- 
ter of their lives.” 

Respected by his employ- 
ees and colleagues as a fair- 
minded boss, “Savvas was a 
once-in-a- lifetime guy,” says 
his longtime business asso- 
ciate Robert Hodge, with 
whom he founded a welding 
program to teach struggling 
workers a new trade. “He 
was a brilliant man of impeccable char- 
acter. He knew his employees and their 
families, and if someone was ill he would 
ask them about it. He didn’t act like abig 
shot.” Adds Fireman; “Some people 
have a life and other people live a life. He 
loved life. He enjoyed living.” 

And he shared an especially close 
bond with his “mini Savvas,” as friends 


describe Philip. “Amy would say, ‘He is 
exactly like Savvas,’ ” West recalls. “He 
walked like Savvas and he had this really 
firm handshake and this presence 
already— and he was only 10 years old.” 
After coaching Philip on the racetrack 
for a few weeks, “I wrote a letter to Sav- 
vas saying, ‘If I ever have a son, I want 
him to be just like Philip,”’ says Howard. 

Figueroa’s family, too, remembers her 
as a bighearted mother of two who 
worked for years to send money home to 
her children in El Salvador so they could 
have abetter life there. “The tranquility 
it gave her to know that we were in a zone 
that is safer was worth it,” her son Nestor 
Ulises Rivas told The Washington Post. 
“That’s what she had in mind when she 
persevered with working.’” 

Now grief-stricken loved ones are 
wondering how to carry on without all of 
them. “R is horrible to see a family that 
seemed to do ever34hing right have such 
tragedy come into their life,” says Mana- 
tos. Abigail— who posted a Mother’s Day 
message on Facebookthanking Amy for 
“always believing in me and supporting 
me”— and Katerina are living with their 
grandparents. “I can only wish them love 
and peace,” says F ireman. “I don’t know 
how you get over this.” •

For nine seasons on their hit 
TLC reality showiPiScfe and ^ 

Counting, Jim Bob and 
Michelle Duggar have 
steadily grown their family— and their 
very profitable brand. For some, the Dug- 
gars’ insulated life was a curiosity; for crit- 
ics, their intensely conservative political 
activism was a target; but for millions of 
devoted fans of all beliefs, the Arkansas 
family were role models of traditional 
virtue and family values. With every 
birthday, every courtship and every 
prayer circle, they put their distinctive 
lifestyle and deep Christian faith in the 
spotlight: Their modest dress (The goal 
“is to not be drawing attention to places 
that our eyes don’t need to be going,” 
Michelle explained), their home-school- 
ing and their strict rules about physical 
intimacy. (Nothing before marriage 
other than hand-holding and the occa- 
sional “side hug.”) Sharing their views 
through their wildly popular show— 
and on five People covers— Jim Bob 
and Michelle offered advice 


on everything from child- 
rearing to financial plan- 
ning while keepingthe focus 
on religion and family. 

“We will always stand for 
truth and the values we 
hold dear,” they said in one 
Facebook post, “without 
compromise.” 

Now something deeply troubling has 
emerged behind that wholesome image. 
On May 20 reports surfaced of a 2006 
police investigation in which the fami- 
ly’s oldest son. Josh, now 27, was accused 
of molesting five underage girls. Con- 
fronted with the news on May 21, Josh 
issued an apology. “Twelve years ago, as 
a young teenager, I acted inexcusably, 
for which I am extremely sorry and 


deeply regret,” he said in statement to 
People. “I hurt others, including my 
family and close friends. I confessed this 
to my parents who took several steps to 
help me address the situation. We spoke 
with the authorities where I confessed 
my wrongdoing. My parents arranged 
for me and those affected by my actions 
to receive counseling.” 

After the news hit, TLC 
drew outrage on social 
media by airing a mara- 
thon of 19 Kids that eve- 
ning. The next day they 
pulled reruns of the 
show. Josh, who is expect- 
ing his fourth child with 
wife Anna in July, also 
resigned from his position at the Fam- 
ily Research Council, a conservative 
Christian lobbying group. 

Chief among the concerns was the 
family’s seemingly botched handling of 
the incident. According to the police 
report, whose authenticity People has 
confirmed, Jim Bob, 49, was first 
informed in 2002 of Josh’s inappropri- 
ate behavior— he is said to have fondled 


the breasts and genitalia of five under- 
age girls, often while they were sleep- 
ing— by one of the victims. Josh was 14 
at the time; the family did not alert 
authorities. When another incident fol- 
lowed nine months later, Jim Bob met 
with the elders of his church and it was 
decided that Josh would receive coun- 
seling. He was sent away for three 
months to a program conducted by a 
Christian ministry, in which he was said 
to be participating in manual labor and 
intensive prayer. But according to the 
police report, Michelle, 48, admitted to

authorities that the man Josh worked 
with was not a certified counselor. 

According to a source with knowl- 
edge of the situation, it was not until 
after Josh returned from treatment 
that police were ever contacted; Jim 
Bob, Josh and a church member went 
to a state trooper, Joseph Hutchens, 
whom Jim Bob knew personally. 
According to the source, Jim Bob 
reported that the state trooper gave 
Josh a stern lecture but said that 
because he had already been to treat- 
ment, no further action was necessary. 
(In a bizarre twist, Hutchens was later 
convicted for possessing sexually 
explicit material involving a child and 
sentenced to 56 years in jail.) An inves- 
tigation was only opened in 2006 after 
The Oprah Winfrey Show, which had 
planned to have the family on for a seg- 
ment, received an anonymous tip about 
the incident and informed the Depart- 
ment of Human Services. The resulting 
investigation was abandoned because 


the three-year statute of limitations 
had passed. (A rep for Winfrey did not 
respond to requests for comment.) 

In a case such as Josh’s, authorities 
should have been alerted right away, 
says Gail Wyatt, Ph.D, director of the 
UCLA Sexual Health program. “The 
story will be submerged if the kid feels 
overwhelmed or blamed. You need to 
get the story while it can be told.” Teen- 
agers who have been isolated from their 
peers may be more likely to act out 
sexually, adds Dr. Wyatt: “The abuser is 
trying to make themselves feel better. 
It’s about power.” 

Even if authorities had been alerted 
immediately, however, it seems 
unlikely legal action would have been 
taken. “In a situation where victims 
wanted to pursue charges, the case 
would be handled by a juvenile court,” 
says Laura Killinger, a professor at Wil- 
liam & Mary Law School. “But it’s not 
uncommon for victims to refuse or 
decline to testify.” 


The Duggars have never shied from 

controversy. From public scrutiny 
about the safety of having so many chil- 
dren— heightened after the danger- 
ously premature birth of Josie Duggar 
in 2009, and again when Michelle mis- 
carried her 20th child, whom they 
named Jubilee, in 2011— to their posi- 
tions against abortion, evolution and 
LGBTQ rights, much about the family 
has been ripe for debate, with the Dug- 
gars vigorously defending their beliefs. 
Last August thousands of LGBTQ sup- 
porters launched a petition to cancel 
the show after Michelle made robocalls 
to Arkansas voters in which she warned 
that legislation in support of transgen- 
der rights would “allow men— yes, I said 
men— to use women’s and girls’ rest- 
rooms, locker rooms, showers, sleeping 
areas and other areas” and described 
“males with past child-predator convic- 
tions that claim they are female” who 
would use spaces designated for 
females only. 

Though their politics are not show- 
cased on TLC, Jim Bob is a former 
member of the Arkansas House of Rep- 
resentatives, and the family has cam- 
paigned for conservatives such as 
Rick Santorum and Mike Huckabee. 
(Huckabee offered his support to Josh 
and the Duggar family, writing that 
“good people ... do regrettable and even 
disgusting things.”) 

Now, the family is rallying around 
each other and stressingtwo key tenets 
of their faith: repentance and forgive- 
ness. “Even though we would never 
choose to go through something so ter- 
rible, each one of our family members 
drew closer to God,” Jim Bob and 
Michelle said in a joint statement. 
They’re also coming to terms with a 
blow to their mainstream celebrity— 
and an ugly part of their past. “I would 
do anything to go back to those teen 
years and take different actions,” said 
Josh. Even if they never return to TV, 
keeping up life in the spotlight is the 
least of their concerns, says a close 
source: “They are devastated.”

It was close to mid- 
night on July 15, 2014, md Tatum O’Neal’s son 
Kevin McEnroe, then 28, was on the phone say- 
ing the words she’d always dreaded hearing: He 
was in jail after gemng arrested for buying coke, 
morphine tablets md ojwcodone on a Manhat- 
tan street corne^“I always thought because of 
the way my he^foin addiction looked from their 
eyes, myJgsdsjjeonld never go there,” says the 
Os^raSwnlmg actress, 51, who has been off her- 
oin since 1999 and clean, she says, since she had 
a one-night cocaine relapse in 2011. “I was scared 
for him and brokenhearted.” 

Kevin, the oldest of Tatum’s three children 
with tennis legend John McEnroe, was scared 
too— but more than that, he was ashamed. Ear- 
lier that day he had landed a book deal to write a 
novel based on his family’s tortured history, and 
now he was in the very spot where he’d hated see- 
ing his mother so many times before. “I felt like 
I’d marred my family’s name,” he says. “My 
dream had come true, and I had torpedoed it.” 

Now, 10 months later, they are both in a much 
better place. Clean since the two months he spent 
in rehab at the Betty Eord Center shortly after his 
arrest (the charges were ultimately dismissed), 
Kevin is celebrating the publication of his novel 
Our Town, at the center of which is a fictionalized 
version of Tatum’s mother, Joanna Moore, a 
beautiful, fragile actress who battled addiction

and endured a tempestuous marriage to Tatum’s 
father, Ryan O’Neal. (Moore died in 1997.) Tatum 
is thrilled for her son. “I’m the proudest mother 
in the history of the world,” she says. Eor both of 
them, the book represents a kind of exorcism of 
the patterns of addiction and dysfunction that 
have played out over three generations of their 
famously troubled Hollywood family. 

“Not believing in yourself— that’s what was 
passed down to me from an early age more than 
drugs or alcohol,” says Kevin, confident but wary 
as he discusses his journey while sipping abeer in 
the garden of his Brooklyn townhouse. He and 
Tatum, as he calls her despite her pleas (“Please 
call me Mom, Kev!”) are teasingly affectionate 
with each other; he says his novel is “a love letter” 
to her as well as to the troubled grandmother he 
barely knew, whom Ryan O’Neal divorced in 1967. 

“My father treated my mother horribly— he 
became a huge star and she didn’t matter any- 
more,” says Tatum, who’s been mostly estranged 
from her dad for more than three decades. (Ryan’s 
rep said the actor had no comment.) Tatum 
detailed her mother’s subsequent drug struggles 
and neglect of her and her brother Griffin in her 
own memoir, 2004’s A Paper Life. “Joanna was 
looked upon in my family as this cautionary tale, 
a joke, like, ‘What a screwup,’” says Kevin, “but 
she deserved more than that. She had beauty and 
talent. What she didn’t have was belief in herself. 
I decided to write about Joanna because I felt a 
kinship. I have that in me too.” 

Although Kevin and his younger siblings Sean, 
27, and Emily, 24, grew up in privilege on Manhat- 
tan’s Upper West Side, the dynamic at home with 
two larger-than-life parents was emotionally 
exhausting. After Tatum and John McEnroe’s 
explosive breakup in 1992, Tatum’s drug problems 
led to a contentious custody battle that lasted for 
years. She was in and out of rehab, there were lots 
of missed birthdays and, says Kevin, one “sad and 
bizarre” Thanksgiving he and his siblings spent 
with her in rehab when he was a teen. 

On their visits during the custody battle from 
their home with McEnroe in Manhattan to 
Tatum’s apartment 10 blocks away, “we were 
concerned,” recalls Kevin. “Sean slept in bed 
with her until he was 12 or 13 because he was 
worried she would leave and not come back. 
When she started looking thin and unhealthy, it 
scared me. I’d lock myself in my room.” 

Refiecting on those years, Tatum says, “Kevin 
had to go through a lot of loss with me. There 
were years my kids didn’t know if I was going to 
live or die. Now I call him every single day, and I 
always say I’m making up for lost time.”

Her children are candid about the lasting 
effects. “There were times of seeing too much 
and times I’ve had to distance myself,” says 
Emily, a former eBay curator now interested in 
acting. “I remember thinking, ‘How can I fix my 
mom?’ But we’ve been close since I can remem- 
ber. I can tell her anything.” Adds her brother 
Sean, a photographer: “My mom is all heart.” 

Kevin credits McEnroe (who has two daugh- 
ters— Anna, 19, and Ava, 15— and a stepdaughter. 
Ruby, 29, with his second wife, rocker Patty 
Smyth) for being a stable presence. “I had to 
grapple with him for approval,” Kevin admits, 
“but he was there. He was solid.” Yet the expecta- 
tions that came with his name weighed heavily 
on his kids. “When we were playing tennis in high 
school, my brother and I would sometimes use a 
different name. I hated the way our last name 
changed how people treated you. ” 

Now, with her son shedding new light on the 
family’s dark past, Tatum says, “I’m the most con- 
tent I’ve ever been. I forgive myself for my mis- 
takes.” Although she and John didn’t speak for 
years, he was “really nice” to her at a recent read- 
ing of Kevin’s. “I wouldn’t say there is a relation- 
ship, but there is respect now,” she says. (She has 
never had a relationship with Smyth, who she 
says “didn’t agree with the way I raised my kids.”) 
Lately Tatum is focusing on her health since 
being diagnosed with rheumatoid arthritis. 


which has sidelined her with joint pain for the 
past year and a half. Eager to return to acting 
(“I’m not good at much else”), she’s also dating— 
and reveals that these days, it’s women. “I’m not 
one or the other,” she says about her sexuality, 
“but I have an interest in women. They’re gentle 
and more intelligent than most men I’ve met 
recently, but I don’t have a steady right now.” 

Her extended family remains troubled: 
Brother Griffin, 50, was sentenced to 16 months 
in prison in 2012 for a DUI car crash; half-brother 
Redmond, 30, Ryan’s son with Earrah Eawcett, 
has a warrant out for his arrest on a parole viola- 
tion. “I love him, but I’ve never seen a more scary 
side of addiction,” she says. She’s no longer trying 
to reconnect with Ryan, from whom Kevin, too, 
is estranged. “I was never comfortable with him, 
knowing how he made my mom feel,” he says. 

Eor Tatum, her “sweet children” represent an 
island of sanity. “I feel good about the way they 
can talk to me about anything,” she says. And for 
Kevin, confronting his own missteps has helped 
him learn to forgive his mother hers. “When I 
was young, there was this sense that she was 
choosing drugs over us,” he says. “Real forgive- 
ness came when I realized it wasn’t a choice- 
like her mom, what she didn’t have is belief in 
herself. And in writing about Joanna, I under- 
stood how it can happen to a good person— and 
how hard it can be.” •

When U.S. Army 1st Lt. Gretchen Zilka and her husband, Lt. Benedict Zilka, 
hoth 25, were set to deploy to Afghanistan in 2013, they had no place to leave 
their 5-year-old terrier mix Tango. “We were really stressing,” says Gretchen. 
That’s when Dogs on Deployment stepped in. The nonprofit was founded in 
2011 hy Alisa Sieber-Johnson (now a captain in the U.S. Marine Corps), 27, and 
her husband, Shawn (a lieutenant in the U.S. Navy), 29, when both were on 
active duty and had no one to care for their two dogs while they were gone. 

Since then they have connected about 700 service members with volunteers 
who board their pets while they are deployed. (The Zilkas chose Amanda Lopez- 
Askin, 41— an animal rights advocate from Las Cruces, N.Mex.— to foster 
Tango.) “It’s an amazing feeling to me knowing that this has changed people’s 
lives and kept their families together,” says Sieber-Johnson. -SYDNEY BERGER
